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LABOR RELATIONS: 

New Policy of State Employment Service. An important change of policy was adopted October 
3, 1931 by the State Department of Employment with regard to referral of acxallcd minority group 
workers. The following rules are effective immediately. (1) On all employer job orders, the de¬ 
partment will refer "qualified" applicants with out regard to race, creed, color or national origin. (2) 
On job orders carrying discriminatory spec i fica t io n s, the department will endeavor to persuade the 
employer to remove rearricriom. (3) The department will refuse to accept job orders which carry 
discriminatory specifications. Incidentally, all offices have been ordered to keep records on (a) em¬ 
ployers who do nor employ referred individuals of so called minority groups, (b) employers, who, 
on request, change their job specifications, (c) employers who refuse To change specifications and 
whose job orders are refused by the department 
STRIKES: 

Hot Milk: John Oosten’s Dairy is still considered to be "Hoc” by the A.P. of L Local Unions in- 
volved in this jurisdictional dispute. In face of three court orders, the Knudscn employees still re¬ 
fuse to accept John's milk. Since our last bulletin the court has issued preliminary injunctions a- 
gainst the two locals involved ss well as the Knudscn Creamery employees. In face of this, the Unions, 
holding true to their defiant attitude, refuse to COOL the milk. We are in this fight and still throw¬ 
ing straight punches. 

LABOR SUPPLY: 

Farm labor supply in Orange County is adequate to complete the harvest There have been some 
shortages during the season but, with the exception of less than ten acres of tomatoes, there has been 
no crop loss due to labor shortage. We are more fortunate in this matter than many other areas. 
Citrus brought 3557 Mexican Nationals into this county and vegetables contracted for 740. Crop 
loss would have been very heavy without this supplemental labor supply. 

SUBVERSIVE ACTIVITIES: 

In s current leading communist publication, large space was devoted to the recent set-back given 
to Mrs Benton Bowling. Secretary of the Burbank Board of Library Trustees. Mrs. Bowling had 
atte m pted to have the Burbank Gty Council past a resolution to have the "red” boob on the library 
shelves branded as "subversive literature." The communist article boasted that "because of the un¬ 
tiring efforts of a few private citizens and the A. F. of L Machinist Aircraft Local 727, Burbank's 
Mayor Ralph Hilton aid the city council was stopped from adopting a resolution to segregate and 
mark Un-American and immoral literature." It further stated he referred the matter to the 
League of California Odes in San Francisco and that on October 16th, Donald C Skonc-Palmcr. leg¬ 
islative chairman of A. F. of L Machinists Local 727, left for San Francisco to oppose any efforts 
made to pass a policy of the book-branding of subversive literature. The A. F. of L Machinists Local 
727 is one of thr largest union locals in Southern California. The article stated that Mr. Skone- 
Palmer was speaking for the union which represents thousands of workers at Lockheed Aircraft. 

Tbit it Vital Information For You Parmer Below arc excerpts from the Farm Labor News under 
an article entitled "Union Organizes Shed Workers" which elaborated on how the agricultural work¬ 
ers had been kicked around. “These same hundreds of packers and floor workers move back in the 
fall to the navel orange harvests in Central and Southern California The year around they pack 
oranges, apricots, plums, tomatoes, pears, applet, peaches. Some occasionally work in canneries which 
are under the jurisdiction of the A. F. of L Teamsters. 

Unless these people can be r epresented by a union which will protect their interests, their working 
conditions as well as their wages, they will be added to California's other thousands of underpaid 
farm workers. The logical union to represent the packers and shed workers is the NFLU. It is 
closest to their problems, more nearly parallels their work, is in a position to support any dispute 
they may have with management." • 

NOTE: If the Teamsters allow the NFLU to get into the packing sheds, wc will have quite a 
jurisdictional dispute between the Teamster*, the CIO and the NFLU. You will recall, your atten¬ 
tion was drawn in the last bulletin under ITEM OF IMPORTANCE, to a plan the communists have 
to work through socialist and progressive led unions.

During the months of August 
through November, tripartite wage boards appointed for each of the above industries met. and recommendations 

5 each board have been made to the commission. With respect to the minimum wage, employer representatives 
the wage boards in most cases recommended no change in the present 0$.65 minimum, whereas employee rep¬ 
resentative recommendations ranged from $0.65 to $1.23. "We hope that employer representatives means that 
the employer himself is taking an interest in this matter." . . , . , .

With reference to the dairy strike the current position is status quo pending court decisions. 

LA, °As the P fitli and orchards become dry enough for working there will be a shortage of farm workers. Lem¬ 
ons alone will need some 300 additional workers, and the need will increase steadily for month*. The present 
Mexican National agreement expires on February 10, 1932. Efforts are being made to have die agreement ex¬ 
tended or renewed before thb date so there w,ll be no lapse in the program. Representatives of farmers from all 
over the nation are in Washington attempting to expedite the matter As we go to press they arc conferring with 
President Truman, personally, on legblative angles of the program. It is apparently a foregone conclusion that 
there will be penalty legislation for employers using "wets." As usual, there is no guarantee that Mexican Na¬ 
tionals will be available. It takes a lot of work to keep such a program in effect and there are many pruna 
donnas* to be consulted. Word was just received that representatives of farmers did call on President Truman, 
personally on January 21. for the purpose of quickly gening an extension or renewal of present agreement. Tha 
Prcsdent stated that he would do nothing until legislation governing the handling of wets had passed, or he 
am reasonably sure ir would pass the Congress. While he claims to realize the urgency of this nutter, he is insm- 
ing on the renewal being nn a hash acceptable to him.

Wr would like to call your attention to a release by the Wage Stabilization Board January 29. 1952. San 
Francisco, California. Regulation 11 allows employers to increase wage rate up to 10 percent — but no higher 
— of base rate paid during comparable periods in 1950 or 95 cents an hour, whichever is greater The order 
also sets ceilings for monthly earnings. TV ceilings cover all type of farm labor, regardless of the number of 
workers employed. It is not applicable to employee of packing sheds and other type of plants engaged in the 
processing of agricultural products Such employees come under the regularkm industry 

Penalties include civil and criminal actions. Gvil penalcie consist of a disallowance of total wage payments 
for Federal income tax purpose and criminal call for $10,000 fine and imprisonment." 

LABOR SUPPLY: 

The need for field and orchard workers will increase steadily until September, and even now all locals, who are 
able and willing to do farm work, arc employed Vegetable growers are using approximately 100 Mexican Na¬ 
tionals, and hope to have the present tonruct rc-newed All contracts expired on February 10th. Gnus now 
needs about 250 additional pickers, and will need twice that many within a few weeks. They hope to receive 
permission to contract Mexicans soon. State and Federal Farm Placement Service officials met with employers in _ 
Los Angeles this week to discuss .problems pertinent to the shortage of farm worker* The old agreement has 
been extended for 90 days, and during this period the Federal Administration hopes to have enacted new penalty 
legislation covering the use of "wet-titles."

1951, after the Supreme Court refused to review 
his conviction) assisted bv Harry Dexter White, later cited before Congressional Un-American Activities 
Committee as a possible Communist, Molotov of Russia and Edward Stettinius who at the time was secretary 
of State In articles 43 to 61 Inclusive are revealed the fact that It was designed as an Instrument of force; 
and the finagling of Russia In obtaining the preponderance of vote, over ours proves that Russia intended to 
uk it as an instrument of ajtgre-slon against us. It wai for this reason that, a General Assembly had to be 
formed, in addition to the original Executive Council of the big five, wherein Russia and her satellites could 
be outvoted, and where her veto would not be permitted. Under tha U. N. Charter the Constitutions! right 
of Congress to declare war has been completely transferred to the Military Committee of the U. N . both in 
foreign countries as well ae thoec comprised in the Atlantic Pact. Articles 43 to 51 inclusive, leave little doubt 
that the U. N. has the power to order us Into war anytime, without the consent of Congress. 

Mock United Nations session* were held April 3 through 6, 1962. In Bovard Auditorium on the University 
of Southern California campus. Benjamin A Cohen of Chile, Assistant Secretary General of the United Na¬ 
tion- addressed the delegate- Saturday night. It Is interesting to note that the May 18. 1949. issue of the 
Peoples Daily World (official leading Communist paper on the West Coast) contains an article regarding tho 
Congress of American Women presenting Aast. Secy. General of the U. N. Benjamin A. Cohen with a petition 
of man' thousand names demanding the outlawing of the Atom bomb and urging the U. S. government to 
agree to u meeting of Truman and Stalin. Mr. Cohen according to this article told the dologation that it 
wn* a "real pleasure" to hare the support of the Congress of American Women in the peaco movement. 

The Congress of American Women has status in the U. N. through the Women's International Democratic 
Federation The Senate Fact Finding Committee on Un-American Activities in California finds the or¬ 
ganization one of the most potentially dangerous of the many active Communist fronts This organization 
was started in New York City on March 8. 1946. n- sn affiliate section of the Women s International Demo¬ 
cratic Federation The Los Angeles headquarters were located at 3410V* Wilshire Blvd. and 666% Vic¬ 
toria Ave Mrs. Frederic March, whose stage name Is Florence Eldridge was called before the Un-American 
Activities Committee. February 18. 1948. in Los Angeles and testified that she attended a Paris meeting of 
the Women’s International Democratic Federstion a* a delegate from the Congress of American Women. An¬ 
other delegate to the Paris meeting from the Congreas of American Women was Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, 
who haa a long record of affiliation with the Communist Party. (Elisabeth Gurley Flynn you will recall was 
arrested June 21. 1961 in New York and was indicted under the Smith Act. her bail waa aet at $16,000). 
Other women in California who played a prominent part in the early organizing of this organization were: 
Mrs. Rosalind Lindsmith of Oakland, California, and Mrs. Miriam Brooks Sherman, former employee of the 
University of California at Los Angeles. Being an affiliate section of the Women's International Democratic 
Federation, the Congress of American Women is subservient to it; therefore, the foreign policy of the Soviet 
is the prime authority since the international federation was conceived by the Kremlin and haa alwaya been 
under Russian domination. Delegates from women's eommunist front organizations were sent to attend va¬ 
rious meetings of the Women's International Democratic Federation, from the following countries: Albania. 
Bulgaria. Czechoslovakia. Hungary. Rumania. Poland. France. Finland. Italy. Germany. Red China. North Korea. 
Switzerland and the United States. The first meeting waa hold In the summer of 1946 in Paris, the second 
in December 1948 in Budapest and the third. November 20. 1949 in Moscow. The undisputed boss of this in¬ 
ternational federation of women is Nina Popova. Soviet Judge. 

The Congress of American Women launched an intensive campaign in Los Angeles March, 1947. for three 
candidates for the Los Angeles Board of Education. The candidates were Dr. H. Claudo Hudson, Walter Tur¬ 
ner and Raphael Koenigsburg. These left-wing supported candidates were also backed by the Citizens Com¬ 
mittee for Better Education (named by the Un-American Activities Committee as Communist front).

Continuing with the Federal and State documented citations on some more of the names appearing 
on the United States National Commission for UNESCO: 

GEORGE SCHUSTER, managing editor of ‘‘The Commonweal." On the National Advisory Commit¬ 
tee of the AMERICAN YOUTH CONGRESS. The American Youth Congress—for a period of 7 
years from 1934 to 1941 the American Youth Congress was one of the most influential front organ¬ 
izations ever set up by the Communists in this country. It has been universally recognized that Com¬ 
munist were complete control. Sponsor of the NATIONAL WARTIME CONFERENCE OF THE PRO 
FESSIONS, THE SCIENCE, ARTS. This conference was held in New York City. May. 1943. The 

program and committee of the National Wartime Conference are stacked with well-known Communists 
and fellow travelers. 

Wm. ALBERT NOYES. On executive committee for ANER1CAN COMMITTEE FOR DEMOC¬ 
RACY and INTELLECTUAL FREEDOM. The American Committee for Democracy and Intellectual 
Freedom is a Communist front organization operating among college teachers and professors. A mem¬ 
ber of the NATIONAL COMMITTEE of AMERICAN COMMITTEE TO SAVE REFUGEES. Am 
erican Committee to Save Refugees perform a most valuable function for the international Communist 
movement. These committees arc a fruitful source of revenue from sympathetic individuals. Commi¬ 
ttee member and sponsor of the CITIZENS COMMITTEE FOR HARRY BRIDGES. Signer of a 
statement defending the Communist Party -addressed to the President and Congress of the United 
States. 

LAWRENCE SMITH, "American Communist and sympathizers who fought for Loyalist Spain. This 
list contains 1600 names and is a very accurate one —a great many of them arc a party of a scheme of 
helping Soviet Russia secure passports to use at a later date”—one of the names: LAWRENCE SMITH. 

HERBERT S. GOLDSTEIN. Sponsor of the GREATER NEW YORK EMERGENCY CONFER¬ 
ENCE ON INALIENABLE RIGHTS. This organization arose during the period of Stalin-Hitlcr pact 
—included in its leadership well-known pro-Communists and Communists. Member of the NA¬ 
TIONAL EMERGENCY CONFERENCE FOR DEMOCRATICS—this organization teemed with fel¬ 
low travelers and sympathizers of the Cbmmunist Party. Member NATIONAL FEDERATION FOR 
CONSTITUTIONAL LIBERTIES, probably the largest and most influential party front of the mom¬ 
ent. One of the signers of an open letter to the U. S. Senate against the Dempsey Bill and McCor- 
Cormack Rider. “A warning to America" from Rabbi Goldstein to "investigate the F.B.I." "F.B.I will 
destroy every vestige of freedom." 

MYRNA LOY. Signer of a statement published by COMMITTEE FOR THE FIRST AMEND¬ 
MENT. This organization is a recently created Communist front in the defense of Communists and 
Communist fellow-travelers. Its immediate purpose is to create favorable public opinion for the Com 
munisrs who refused to testify before the House Committee on Un-American Activities in Washing¬ 
ton, D. G Signer of a statement put out by the PROGRESSIVE .CITIZENS OF AMERICA protest¬ 
ing the House Un-American Activities Committee investigation in Hollywood. (The Progressive Citi¬ 
zens of America arc cited 59 times in State Un-American Activity hearings). 

B. W. HUEBSCH." I hereby inscribe my name in greeting to the people of the Soviet Union on the 
20th anniversary of the establishment of the Soviet Republic," signer. B W. Hucbsch. Under oath 
Alexander Trachtenberg, member of the National Committee of the Communist Party and head of the 
International Publishers, official Communist publishing house, stated that he was founder of the BOOK 
UNION and named B. W Huebsch as a person serving on the advisory council. The Book Union is the 
Communist Book-of-the-Month Club. The selection of the books is in the hands of the Communist 
board of editors. Signer of an open letter to the president—re: minority groups, sponsored by the IN¬ 
TERNATIONAL LABOR DEFENSE. This organization cited as the legal arm of the Communist Par¬ 
ty—was part of an international network of organizations for the defense of Communist lawbreakers. 
Signer of letter to Gov. of Oklahoma re: Oklahoma City criminal syndicatism conviction—and releas¬ 
ed by NATIONAL FEDERATION FOR CONSTITUTIONAL LIBERTIES. The National Federation 
for Constitutional Liberties is one of the viciously subversive organizations of the Communist Parry— 
actually intended to protea Communist subversives from any penalties under the law—has been help¬ 
ful to Communists who wish to evade and defy Government agencies investigation of subversive ac¬ 
tivities. California Committee on un-American Aaivities. Report 1948. pp 107-108, 201 and 327— 
"B W. Huebsch is treasurer of the AMERICAN CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION. "The American Civil 
Liberties Union may be definitely classed as a Communist front or 'transmission belt' organization. At 
least 90 percent of its efforts are expended on behalf of Communists who come into conflia with the 
law. While it professes to stand for free speech, a free press and free assembly, it is quite obvious that 
its main function is to protea Communists in their activities of force and violence in their program to 
overthrow the government.” 
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In the Sixth Report, Un-American Activities in California, 1951—pages 212 to 243 are chapters con¬ 
cerning testimony on the relations and activities of Steve Nelson, (master spy, graduate of Lenin School, 
member of Communist Party National Committee in United States, student of Soviet secret police, and 
at present in prison serving a 20 *y«t sentence plus $10,000 fine)— Prof. Haakon Chevalier, (well- 
known fellow traveler and communist with 9 Federal citations and 23 in State hearings)— George 
Eltenton, (the atomic scientist who had done research work at the Leningrad Institute, belonged to 
FACT and usual array of Communist front organizations and lectured at the Communist School at San 
Francisco)— Peter Ivanov, (Soviet Vice-consul and top Soviet agent), with DR. J. ROBERT OPPEN¬ 
HEIMER. The hearings were concerning an attempt to secure the atomic secret from DR. OPPEN- 
HEIMER. In conclusion we find on page 241, quote "In 1943 Comrades Ivanov, Eltenton and Che¬ 
valier were unanimous in their considered evaluation of him as a potential traitor to his country. Here 
indeed was a curious web of associations. DR. OPPENHEIMER was a serious student of Marxism and 
Communism. Many of his scientific associates and closest friends were Party members. His brother 
and his sister-in-law were Communists. His wife’s first husband died in Spain fighting for the Com¬ 
munist cause. His wife's friend, Steve Nelson was a visitor in OPPEN H El MER'S Berkeley home. Then 
OPPENHEIMER was made the bulls-eye of a top-level Communist espionage project by Ivanof, Elten¬ 
ton and Chevalier. *But there is much more solid evidence. There is the sworn testimony of Paul 
Crouch, putting OPPENHEIMER at a Special Section meeting in his own home." From page 243—"if 
a mistake was made in gauging the complete reliability of the man from whom the information was 
requested, and his reaction was that of a normal, patriotic American citizen, and he would reach for a 
telephone and report the entire matter to the nearest FBI office, then the entire espionage ring would 
be exposed. There is no evidence that DR. OPPENHEIMER ever picked up his telephone and call¬ 
ed the FBI or any other security agency, after Chevalier attempted to attract the critical information 
from him. The facts arc quite plain that thejc three men, Eltenton, Chevalier and Ivanov, were unani¬ 
mous in picking DR. J. ROBT. OPPENHEIMER as the most suitable man to contact. They knew his 
record much better than our own security agencies, and they evaluated him as a potential traitor."

ers in a form calculated to be most palatable and effective to this particular group " From page 1771: 
"The exhibits which are included in this section of the reports arc all Communist fronts. They arc as 
follows: Exhibit 11 and 12, lists of co-operators of SOCIAL WORK TODAY. Communist-line publi¬ 
cation, New York City, JOHN SLAWSON." 

FOOD FOR THOUGHT: If the UNESCO program is the necessary organization its promoters claim 
—to teach American youth about the other Nations of the world and thereby bring peace through 
understanding—why aren't the members df the United States National Commission for UNESCO, all 
the authors and in fact all of the personnel connected with UNESCO—people who have never had 
any citations at all. unless it be for valor toward America and the only smear against them being "super- 
patriot." Is it because these 100% Americans would not be able to understand UNESCO and its real 
purpose ? ? ? 

The name BEN CHERRINGTON no linger appears on the official letterhead of the United States 
National Commission for UNESCO. H(fc/ever, we have discovered in the National Education Assoc¬

BEN CHERRINGTON: Is shown on page 477-478 (Federal report) as being on the American Ad¬ 
visory Board of THE OPEN ROAD. Pag 466 speaks of* "the following Communist-front organiza¬ 
tions: OPEN ROAD." Page 471 explain: the functions of this organization, "THE OPEN ROAD op¬ 
erated with the technical assistance in the nion of Soviet Socialist Republics for cultural relations with 
Foreign Countries (VOKS)." Page 515- /'Communist controlled front organization, OPEN ROAD." 
Page 1312 "typical Communist organizatic i and agencies such as "THE OPEN ROAD." Page 1390 
"The familiar communist enterprizes incluBc the following: OPEN ROAD." 

Along witji Ben Cherrington, who's cita ons are given above, serving on this Committee of the Na¬ 
tional Education Association are RUFUS . CLEMENT—who is cited on pages 331, 349, 353, 358, 
369. 1168. 1585, 1589 and 1594 of Appe dix Nine (federal) and in State reports 1 948 p ages 262, 
271—1949 report pages 468, 480, 48*M &, 502, 513-515 and 518. JAMES T. SHOTWELL: (also 
on the Committee)—In Federal reports pages 348,476, 620, 640 and 673 and in 1949 State reports 
page 483. 

In the next issue of the bulletin, we willkxamine the material and authors recommended by the NA¬ 
TIONAL EDUCATION ASSOCIATION. I 
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THE NATIONAL EDUCATION ASSOCIATION is in organization of teachers and school administrators for 
furthering the educational program and building the profession. It covers ever 7 phase of education and school policy. 
In December 31, 1952, the enroll m e n t was 4467199. Many Orange County teachers belong. 

In the preface of the NE A book "EDUCATION FOR INTERNATIONAL UNDERSTANDING IN AMERI¬ 
CAN SCHOOLS"—we find, "As the second World War came to an end, in 1945, the Executive Committee of the 
N E A of the United States asked the Association's Committee on International Relations to make a thorough study 
of the port that Americans schools could, and should, play in the maintenance of peace. What attitudes and under¬ 
standings should be acquired by young citizens as they pass through the nations elementary and secondary schools? 
This was the assignment.—This Volume. 'Education for International Understanding in American Schools, is the 
Committee's report of its study in preparing you to serve as citizens competent to deal with the complex problems 
of international relations and to contribute to the attainment of international cooperation and peace." (NOTE: In 
the January Bulletin, we gave the citations of three of the members of this Committee). 

On page 36 of the book, we find a sub-chapter "THE UNITED NATIONS EDUCATIONAL SCIENTIFIC AND 
CULTURAL ORGANIZATION. UNESCO offers a direct means through which the power of education may be 
channeled for the gradual achievement of its over-all objective. Every person has a pan to play in promoting the 
purposes of UNESCO, but because of the nature of the job to be done, an extraordinarly large responsibility rests 
upon member s of the teaching profession" 

We have been told, by the authorities, that we do not have UNESCO in Orange County—but we do know that 
many teachers in Orange County are members of the N E A and they, therefore receive the monthly journal of 
the National Education Association. In these monthly issues we find such chapters as "The United Nations, UNES¬ 
CO and American Schools." 

An example of the material in the N E A book "Education for International Understanding in American Schools 
—taken from page 185—"A suggested Survey of Attitude To Be Used As A Basis For Critical Thinking. Discus¬ 
sion, and Unit Evaluation. 


A. Note to students: Thee arc no "rights" and "wrongs" in this survey. Mark your reponses as follows: 

A—if you agree — 

B—if you disagree — 

U—if you are uncertain — 

(NOTE—There are not two side to this—no true or false. N E A says — it is "right." The only thing a stu¬ 
dent may say is that he either agree, disagree or is uncertain regarding this "right" issue). 

A. Suggeted items for the attitude survey: 

1. Students in high schools in all countrie of the world should use the same textbooks in history course. 
The only difference would be that of language 

9. To improve our understanding of the people of other countries, highschool students should be permitted 
to travel to other countrie for study, at government expense” 

In Chapter Six—"Aids and Source"—"Reading of the Ten Marks of the World-Minded American"—“All Red¬ 
ings in this section are written on rhe adult level and may therefore be expected ro be of most usefulness ro teachers, 
but many of them may also be used profitably by secondary-school students." Written by. (the N E A says) "Rec 
ognized authorities "— 

1. "The World-Minded American Realizes that Civilization May be Imperiled by Another World War." Out 
of the ” recognized authorities" in this 'mark or chapter', fix of them have a total of 35 citations—Federal and State. 
One of them HAROLD C UREY, with 23 citations has contributed—“I’m a Frightened Man." (you may agree 
with Mr. Urey—taken from the Daily Peoples World. April 25. 1949. page 1 —"PROF HAROLD C. UREY, fam¬ 
ed atomic scientist was characterized as unfit for further atomic work because of alleged membership in Communist- 
front organizations".) 

(NOTE The N E A apparently do not find him unfit to write for the minds of American youth.) 


2 "The World-Minded American Wants a World at Peace in Which Liberty and Justice arc Assured for All." 

Out of the "recognized authorities" — nine of them have a total of 106 citations. Federal and State. 

3. "The World-Minded American Knows that Nothing in Human Nature Makes War Inevitable"—Out of these 
"recognized authorities" — seven of them have a total of 93 citations. Federal and State. 

4. "The World-Minded American Believes that Education Can Become a Powerful Force For Achieving Inter¬ 
national Understanding and World Peace." 

Out of these "recognized authorities 1*.— five of them have a total of 22 citations — Federal and State. 

5. "The World-Minded American Knows and Understands How People in Other Lands Live and Recognizes the 
Common Humanity Which Underlies All Differences of Culture." 

Out of these "recognized authorities*—seven have a total of 246 citations—Federal and State Two of them. RUTH 
BENEDICT and GENE WELTF1SH have contributed the pamphlet, "Races of Mankind" (along with other writ¬ 
ing)—which, according jo docuroenwri evidence "was banned by the war department." W. E B. DUBOIS has 
contributed "Color and Democracy, Colonies and Peace " He has 51 citatioos-^ond according to the Daily World 
January 15. 1952—" W. E B. Du Bo is has been barred by the State Dept, from travel abroad" From this same per¬ 
iodical, May 12. 1952—"W. E B. DuBois was banned by the Stare Dept, from attending a Peace Congress in Can¬ 
ada." He was also the kevnoter of the Independent Progressive Party National Convention. 1952—said party, as 
you know, has been calleo—page 62, 1948 State Un-American Activities in California, "In California the basic 
Communist-front organization" —and 1951 hearings, page 114—"The Independent Progressive Party—dominated by 
the C omm unist Party lock, stock and borreL" Page 471—1949 "the Independent Progressive Party is the above¬ 
ground organization of the Communist Party, which reorganized and went underground in 1949” 

To save your reading time, the balance of the five "marks" or chapters—with their appropriate titles all about 
what the World-Minded American wants or should have—gives authors— ("recognized authorities") who total 214 
citations. One au thor alone h as 52 and is the "authority" on "What Foreign Trade Means To You." We are speak¬ 
ing of MAXWELL S. STEWART. His Un-American Activities are so important that the joint fact-finding Com¬ 
mittee on Un-Am erican Activities in California, 1947 has ooe whole chapter dedic ated t o "RE CORD OF MAX¬ 
WELL S. STEWART." Among ocher very alarming activities w e find "MAXWELL S. STEWART and his wife 
taught ar the Moscow Institute in Russia." "MARGUERITE N. STEWART, secre tary o f the Institute of Pacific Re¬ 
lations and author of land of the Soviets' which was edited by MAXWELL S. STEWART. This booklet—Land 
of the Soviets— "is part of an over-all protram for the softening of the coming generation by orienting youthful 
minds to the glories of Communism ana directing disrespect and contempt for our traditions, our Flag and our 
Country" 

It now appears that the National Education Associ atio n (wo rking hand-in-glove with UNESCO) by giving the 
teachers and students such "authoriuas" as MAXWELL STEWART and the others we have cited—are not operat¬ 
ing in what we call the best American inrerests of education. Further evidence will be continued in the next 
bulletin.

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LABOR RELATIONS 

The United Sates Immigration Service will be assisted in apprehending the Mexican wet-backs with 75 fraud 
investigators and M farm placement representatives, according to a statement issued recendy by William A Bur¬ 
kett, Director of the California Department of Employment Mr. Burkett pointed out that while there were several 
thousand wet backs working on farms in the sate, there were also approximately 70,000 employed in industry in 
California. 

Two proposals which may go to Congress on this subject are as follows: 1) Authorize a court injunction to 
restrain an employer from continuing to hire aliens illegally in the country when the employer has knowledge 
that the alien is an illegal entrant. 2) Authorize seizure and forfeiture of any vehicle or vessel used to transport 
aliens in violation of the immigration laws. (This pertains to smuggler's vehicles.) 

Recendy. Mr. Charles Gibbs. Executive Secretary of the Associated Farmers of California, succeeded in work¬ 
ing out an arrangement which will be most beneficial to the farmer regarding labor problems. As a result of Mr. 
Gibb's efforts, the California Farm Bureau Federation and rhe Agricultural Council of California, both powerful 
agricultural organizations in the state, have taken action urging their officers and members to refer all farm labor 
problems to the Associated Fanners' offices. In a letter to all Regional Secretaries of the Farm Bureau they were 
asked when each county office within their region heard of labor relations problems in connection with agriculture, 
that they cither be advised or that the county office communicate directly with the closest field office of the As¬ 
sociated Farmers. 


FOOD FOR THOUGHT: 

The Associated Farmers have always had nine objectives, all of which have to do with protecting our form of 
government. Numbers "Four" and "Five'' of these objectives are as follows: 

No. 4.—'To protect American Schools and the constitutional privileges which the educational system of Am¬ 
erica has brought to all children and students" 

No. 5—’To fight against the infiltration of subversive doctrines into the educational system and into the gov¬ 
ernment." 

Readers of these bulleiins may have wondered at the deep concern of this organization into present trends of 
education We believe that the farmer of America represents not only the "backbone of the nation but the clearest 
example of individualism in the nation. Because, of this, the farmer has always been the Target of the scheming of 
the Communists. Also, because of his rugged determination to be an individual fighting against collectivism, the 
farmer has always resisted the conspiracy “ The directive went out. a few years ago. (which was reported in one of 
our bulletins in rhe form of a warning), for the “comrades" to infiltrate the farm organizations, the granges, farm 
wives groups and farm youth forums. Unable to make headway in this obvious manner, we feel thar their new and 
most devastating method, is to indoctrinate the young farmer during the process of his education in our school sys¬ 
tems. Therefore, our basic, deep concern regarding the inroads that are being made today into the minds of our 
children We believe that good education can be solved at the local level and that the schools belong to the people 
who support them and to rhe parents of the children who attend them We do not believe in control at a national 
level or control by organizations of professional educationalists often supported by foundations whose purposes are 
judged by the background of their personnel. 

The Educational Code of the Sate of California says — regarding "Propaganda and Solicitation of Funds'* — 
No 8274 — (a) "No bulletin, circular, or other publication of any character whose purpose is to spread propa¬ 
ganda or to foster membership in or subscriptions to the funds of any organization nor directly under the control 
of the school authorities, or to be used as the basis of study or recitation or to supplement the regular school studies 
shall be distributed or suffered to be distributed or shown to the pupils of any public school, on the school premises 
during school hours or within one hour before the time of opening or within one hour after the lime of dosing of 
the school." 

Now in a book called UNESCO AND ITS PROGRAMME. The Basic Programme, adopted by the Fifth 
Session of the General Conference. Florence. 1950" — we find the purpose of Uncsco is — "to assist educational 
authorities and teachers to prepare for use in primary and secondary schools examples of curricula and methods de¬ 
signed to increase, through all school subject, particularly history, geography, literature, modern languages and 
civics, international understanding and a sense of objectivity. Encourage the training of teachers and the improve¬ 
ment of textbooks and reaching materials from rhe point of view of international understanding. Assist in extend¬ 
ing and improving TEACHING ABOUT THE UNITED NATIONS AND THE SPECIALITY AGENCIES." 

Therefore, it appears that Unesco is a propaganda agency used to sell United Nations. The California Code 
says — "no bulletin, circular, or other publication of any character whose purpose is to spread propaganda ... of 
anv organization not directly under control of the school authorities ..." Does the United Nations and its Spec 
ialized Agencies come under rhe control of the school authorities? 

Continuing with the Educational Code No. 8724 —(c) "No instruction shall be given through lectures or 
other means, unless the material conrained in the bulletin, circular, or publication, or the purj>ose of the subscription 
or instruction has been approved by the Sate Board of Education or by the County Board of Education or by the 
governing board of the school district in which the school is situated." 

Has the Sate Board of Education or the County Board of Education or governing board of the school district 
approved bulletins, circulars or other publications which propagandize the United Nations? 

If not, then those who use Unescos (admitted) technique of teaching — are violating the Sate Code. 

If they have approved, what pressures were used? You are the ooe who is paying for the education of our 
youth, with your rax money. Have you shown the interest you should at the local level? Or are you leaving it 
up to the pressures at the national level — such as the National Educational Association?

A new Social Security law was passed by the last session of Coo pm and approved by the President which •* important for all farmers. 
For the benefit of our members we are enclosing a pamphlet eoutkd Tacts Pot Farm Families" In connection wuh «hu new law there are four 
points we would like to call to your attention (1) It is vitally important that you get a Sooal Security card or apply for a duplicate if you 
have had one and lost it. (2) Farm employers should also get an employer idcntificauon number if they do not already hmonc. (3) The 
farm employer is responsible for collecting the 2% taa from the employee when the cash wage of the farm employee total* 1100 in a calendar 
year This is a change in the method of taxiog qualifying wages of an employee in as much as the law covering regular employees does not tax 
the qualifying period wages This makes a lotal payment due from the farm employer of A%: (the 2% employee deduction plus 'he ‘9b.em¬ 
ployer contribution > (-1) Farm operators over 63 years of age arc covered under the new law and required to pay his 3% tax until retiring 

or quitting ihe active supervision of his farm If you have further questions with regard to the Social Security law you may call the Social
